Oldies For the Afficionado 


Hallicrafters S-36 with R-42 speaker, VHF, used extensively 
for VHF development and "spy" work during WWII, excellent: 
$179 
National SW-3 with a lot of coils, manual, speaker, power 
supply, 
coil box, really a fine collector's item, excellent+: $695 
E. M. Sargent WAC-44 GC receiver, made in 1940. In wonderful 
working condition and excellent cosmetic condition. But 5 of 
the knobs are not original. No mods. So how rare is it? Well, 
let's put it this way: Have you ever seen one advertised for 
sale before anywhere? At any price? This radio would be a 
highlight in any pre-war collection: $695 
Hallicrafters SX-28A, 1941-vintage classic GC receiver, in very 
good 
working condition with matching speaker and original manual:

Johnson Ranger I, 1954 160-10 meter TX, original dark paint

thick metal loop mounted on a N-E-S-W calibrated swivel on top. This

to an PL-259 plug. Just add an extension and you have a really great 
160 meter 

antenna to go with your conversation piece. The radio itself is 
untested but 

looks brand new inside--quality construction throughout. Requires an 
external 

power supply which I do not have. Knobs are not original. 
Battleship- grey 

case is scratched but the front panel is very good. $105
